What about the ,5 a,n t s ? 


As a child, I remember often reading the Book of the Saints. It had color 
photos along with a short story about each saint. The stories intrigued me. 
Over the years, I have continued to read more about various saints. Why 

learn about the saints? Why does our Church focus on the saints? . 

Reading the saints inspires us to live like them. As I read their writings or 
biographies, it reminds me that I can live the Gospel. Their stories are the 
Scriptures in action. 

Over the last few years, I have read books on Oscar Romero, the 
archbishop of San Salvador assassinated while celebrating Mass (March 24, 
1980). His prophetic courage in the face of injustice makes me ask. What am I 
doing to stand up for the poor? Do I have the courage to preach the truth 
that might cause some to deride me? His heroic example inspires me to live 
more like Christ. 

On a saint's feast day, the prayers in the Roman Missal urge us to imitate 
the virtues of a saint. Here is the Collect for the Feast of St. Francis of Assisi: 

O God, by whose gift St. Francis 
was conformed to Christ in poverty and humility , 
grant that , by walking in Francis' footsteps, 
we may follow your Son , 

and through joyful charity , come to be united with you. ..." 

We ask for the grace to "walk in Francis' footsteps." I remember first 
reading it and thinking, "Shouldn't it urge us to walk in JESUS' footsteps, 
instead of FRANCIS' footsteps?" Yet, the more I thought about it, the more 
sense it made. Francis walked like Christ. He imitated his poverty and 
humility. We believe that God gives us the grace to imitate Christ. Like 
Francis, we are called to walk like Christ in our place of work, in our homes, 
among our friends, etc. Thus, "walking in Francis' footsteps" will lead us to 
"follow the Son." 

The saints teach us how to pray. The OLBH library has a series of books 
entitled Praying with Hildegard of Bingen (or another saint). I have found in 
these books a great introduction to the spirituality of the saints. Also, the 
saints accompany us in prayer. I like to walk through the Cathedral, look at 
the saints in the windows, and pray "St. Luke, pray for us; St. Bernard, pray 
for us," etc. Sometimes I sing the Litany of the Saints for personal prayer. 

Do you have a book about the saints for your children? Do you read the 
writings of the saints? The last section on Prayer in the Catechism of the 
Catholic Church quotes many of the saints, so it is a great introduction to their 
spirituality. Finally, our library has many books on the saints.
